The Discovery of Silk and Satin. 
The discovery of silk is attributed to 
ono of the wives of tho Emperor of 
China, Hoang-ti, who reigned about 
2,000 years before the Christian era; 
end since that time a special spot has 
been allotted in the gardens of tho 
Chinese royal palace to the cultivation 
of the mulberry tree and to the keeping 
of silk-worms.

When the Popes left Rome to 
settle at Avigndn, France, they intro­ 
duced into that country the secret which 
had been kept by the Italians, and Louii 
XL established at Tours a manufactory 
of silk fabrics. 
Francis L founded the 
Lyons silk works, which to this day 
have kept the first rank. 
Henry IL, of 
France,, wore, at the wedding of his sis­ 
ter, the first pair of silk hose ever mode. 
The word “ satin,” which in the 
orig’en! was ap)died to all Bilk stuffs in 
g* i.« rul, has siiico tho last century been 
us: d to designate only tissues which 
present a lustered surface. Tho dis­ 
covery of this particular brilliant stuff 
was accidental. 
Octavio Moi, a silk 
ver, finding business very dull, and 
knowing what to invent to give a 
new impulse to the trade, was one day 
pacing to and fro lief ore his loom. 
Every time he passed tile machine, with 
no definite object in view, he pulled 
little threads from the warp and put 
them into his mouth, which soon ofter 
ho spat out. 
Later on ho found the 
little ball of silk on tile floor of his 
workshop, and was attracted by tho 
brilliant appearance of tile threads. 
Ho 
repeated the experiment, and, by using 
certain mucilaginous preparations, suc­ 
ceeded iii giving satin to the world.
